Coptain of Police Murray Says City

Pittsburg, Feb. 3—“It is a crime for a 
negro to wave his hand at a white wom- 
an, at least L consider it so, and will act 
ingly.’ Captain of Police Murray, 
of Pittsburg, whe has charge of what ‘s 
keown as the “Hill district’ which is 
now in a state of tervor over attacks on 
white women by negroes, made this re- 
mark in the police court this morning 
when 126 negroes, arrested last night, 
were being given a hearing, There were 
probably 200 colored people in the little 

court, friends of those who had 
arrested, and the remarks of the 
captain caused a loud outcry and for a 
ime it looked as though there would be 
a clash. 

Captain Murray some days since came 
out with a statement that the only way 
to stop negro depredations in Pittsburg 
wes’ to “hang a few of them off-hand,’ 
About one-third of the negroes arrested 
last night were sent to prison tor short 
terms, one-third discharged, and the re- 
mainder held for further investigation. 

Miss Tda O'Neill, a white girl, who was 
attacked last night by a negro at 6.30 on 
a well-lighted street is said tonight to wu 
dving. The negroes blame the police for 
being too officious, saying if they did not 
stop there would be bloedshed; that 
negroes were now going armed to procect 
themselves from hysterical white women,

UTILIZING ANGORA GOATS. 


To Construct Fire Lines in National 
Forest. 


Washington, Feb. 4—Three thousand 
Angora goats, herded out of the brush 
covered foothills of California, are go- 
ing to do some hard work ier Uncle 
Sam during the coming two years, be- 
ginning this spring. The animals are 
to construct miles of fire line through 
the chapparrol in the national forest, 
the first wohk to be done in the Las- 
sen forest. The scheme is to run fire 
lines parallel with the contour of the 
slopes by cutting trails about eighty 
rods agart. The Angoras will graze 
in each direction from the trails, kil- 
ling, it is estimated a strip of brush 
about 300 yards wide. The wide lanes 
eut out by the goata will serve as 
ideal fire lines in protecting the for- 
est covered lands,
